Company to offer severance benefits

JEROME — Tuppcrwarc employees losing 
their jobs will receive a number of severance 
benefits from the Florida-based manufacturing 
company. 

Many workers arc considering a Tuppcrwarc 
invitation to take jobs at two other factories In 
South Carolina and Tennessee, said Clark Leslie, 
— vlcc^Drcsident_oI_.nianufacturing for N orth 
America. Tuppcrwarc will help move those 
employees, he said.'

JEROME - Tuppehivarc will close 
its Jerome plastic-ware plant and 
pull all of its U.S. production into ex- 
isting factories cast of the 
Mississippi River by the end of the 
year. 

The phased shutdown over several 
months will eliminate 700 Magic 
Valley jobs and an annual payroll of 
$0'$10 million. Tuppcrwarc execu- 
tives announced Monday. 

Clark Leslie, vice president of 
manufacturing for North America, 
said a new distribution system and 
unused capacity at two other fac- 
tories have placed the ISycar-old 
plant south ol Jerome on the com 
pany'scxccss list. 

Tuppcrwarc simultaneously an- 
nounced Monday a $60 million expan- 
sion and modernization of other U.S. 
plants at Hemingway, S.C. and 
Malls. Tenn. 

"Capacity exist now in those 
plants to pick up the production in 
Jerome." he told reporters at a news 
conference. 

The modernization will provide 
computerized .shipping equipment 
allowing direct shipment of producls 
to consumers, a major change for 
Tuppcrwarc. Currently, the com- 
pany's independent sales force 
delivers purchases after taking the 
orders. 

The Jerome plant had shipped 
producls to privately owned 
warehouses from Arkansas to the 
West Coast, often by truck. With the 
new shipping system. "We can supp- 
ly most of these (market) areas 
more economically and more quickly 
from Tennessee." Leslie said. 

The Tuppcrwarc factory, located 
south of Jerome off interstate 84. Is 
among the lop five private 
employers in the Magic Valley. Close 
(0 6SU full-time and 50 part-time 
employees will be affccicd. said John 
Forbes, plant manager. 

Their jobs will be phased out over 
about a six-month period, beginning 
most likely in August. However. 
Leslie said company officials at the 
Orlando, Fin., headquurters will not 
design a schedule until early July. 

Displaced workers will receive a 
-number-of-benefils-« See-accompany — 
ing article). Among them arc poten- 
tial jobs at the two remaining 


plants, Leslie said. "Wc have offered 
for any of the employees who arc In- 
terested in movin[;. assistance in the 
cost of (lic'rhbvc and Jobs in those 
locations." hesaid. 

When it docs begin, ttic company 
most likely will idle their molding 
machines in stages, a.fcw at a time, 
and eliminate the jobs that depend 
on them, hesaid. 

The machines will be plugged back 
in at the plants in the East. "Wc ex- 
pect to relocate most of the equip- 
ment." Leslie said. 

The Jerome factory currciTtly 
manufactures about 32 percent of 
the Tuppcrwarc branch producls 
sold in the U.S. It distributes them 
in about half of the geographic area 
of the country. 

News of the closure arrived like a 
door slam. Community leaders and 
employees heard about it in 
meetings with Leslie and Tupper- 
warc Director of Human Resources 
Pelc Doyle on Monday. By noon, 
media reports were appearing on 
radio and word was spreading 
throughout (hebusiness community. 

Alerted by the president of the 
Greater Twin Falls Area Chamber of 
Commerce. Gov. Cecil Andrus phon- 
ed Tuppcrwarc officials at Jerome to 
mount a rescue effort. But Leslie 
said the decision to close is ironclad. 

.Although gradual, the effects will 
be severely Icll in Jerome and in 
other Magic Valley communities. 

. The loss of employment is a major 
blow. Lon McDonald, labor force 
analyst for the Idaho Department of 
Employment at Twin Falls, said 
.Monday the unemployment rale in 
the Jerome area — where 350 of the 
plant's 700 workers live — could in- 
crease to "'-.percent from the cur- 
rent 5'; percent, if it look effect all 
at once. 

However, other new jobs or deci- 
sions by workers to drop out of the 
labor force will change the situation. ' 
hesaid.’ 

Economically, the farm-based. 
Magic Valley economy will lose im- 
portant diversity. .McDonald Said. 
Secondary industries, such as truck- 
ing and industrial supplies, also will 
have less business.

North’s lawyer, panels reach accord

WASHINGTON - Congressional 
Investigators and lawyers for Lt. 
Col. Oliver North rcachc«l an 
understanding Monday on conditions 
that could clear the way for public 
testimony soon by the centra! figure 
In the Iran-Contra affair, .sources 
said. 

The House and Senate Iran Contra 
panels, meanwhile, delayed lor one 
day a subpoena for North, apparent- 
ly In anticipation of ccmenllng the 
arrangement worked out in

The terms, subject to approval by 
the committees, would provide ior 
limited private North testimony be- 
fore Investigators followed by a 
public session that could come 
earlier than the mid-July date 
earlier envisioned, the sources said. 
Tim ugreement also would provide 
for delivery of documents the com- 
mittees arc seeking from Norlh. said 
Hie sources, speaking only on condi- 
tion of anonvmllv.

The comlnitlccs' chairmen and 
ranking minority members - Sens.

Stigall pleads not guilty to stepfather’s murder 


GOODING - Rooald L. Stigall, 22. entered a 
plea of not guilty Monday to the murder of his 
stepfather. Wilbert Lorn "Larry” Groves, S5.

Boise police found Groves’ body April 23 in the 
camper of a pickup parked in the parking lot of 
the Meadowoods Apartments In Boise. Stigall 


was arrested when he returned to the camper, 
which police had.under surveillance. 

Boise police were watching the camper on a tip 
Irom Mark.Rundle. who testified during a prelim- 
inary hearing in June that he was in a Boise 
apartment April 23 when Stigall arrived. Rundlc 
testified he heard a man he knew only as "Max” 
ask Stigall why "He did it.” 

Rundlc said after he observed Groves' body in 
the camper, ho tried calling CrlmcSloppers. but 
there was no answer. He sold he went to the 
Boise police department, talked to police officers 
'and then returned to the camper to help police 
Identify Stigall. 

Boise pathologist Delbert E. Scott testified 
during the prcllmlnaiy hearing that' Groves’ 
death resulted from blows to the head, including 


two that resulted In skull fractures. 

Testimony from prosecution witnesses during 
the June hearing Indicated Groves was first 
beaten in the mobile home In Hagcrman where 
Stigall lived will) his molher. Sandra Anderson 
Groves, and that Groves was then placed in the 
camper and driven to Boise. ' 

Testimony also indicated that Groves was 
beaten twice during the trip to Boise. 

- Following the June preliminary hearing. Fillh 
District Magistrate Judge Melvin Edwards of 
Twin Falls bound Stigall over to district court to 
stand trial.. ' . 

No trial date was set for Stigall Monday. 

Stigall was charged with the crime by Gooding 
County because the incident started In Hager- 
man, which Is in Gooding County.

They don ’t get past Frost 


Sage veteran makes defensive splash at, of all places, catcher

RUPERT — James Frosl says 
the reason he become a catcher 
was simple.

And how. 

"I think he's the best dctenslvc 
catcher I've seen (on the high 
school or Legion level),'* says Dean 
Satterfield, head baseball conch at 
Burley High .School and Frost's 
"B" Legion coach in Burley two 
summers ago, "He's always been 
great at- blocking the plate and 
throwing hl^ body out in front of 
the ball. His one weakness when 1 
was coaching him was his arm, but 
seeing him play this year I 
wouldn’t say it was a weakness any 
more.” 

"I'd say James throw out about 
GO percent of the runners (who at- 
tempted to steal bases on him dur- 
ing the high school season),” says 
his current Legion and immediate 
past high school coach, Cory 
Bridges. "He got to the point 
where he could do that by working 
night and day." 

Frost, who hit .-UG during the 
high school season and is batting 
.333 14 games into the Sage's 1987 
campaign, didn't have several 
years. to settle Into his role like, 
many Legion catchers do. Up until 
this high school season, he played

in Uic shadow of Jesse Branson, a 
llirce-ycnr starter behind the piaic 
(or both the Sage and the Spartans. 
So dominant was Branson that 
Frost didn't make ilic Sage roster 
until a year ago and wasn't 'a 
starter for his . high school and 
Legion teams — except sometimes 
in the second . games of 
doubichcaders — until this sprjng. 

Still he made honorable mention 
all-Gcm Stale Conference this year 
and was named Idaho 

East-West High School All-Star at 
the end of the season. 

"1 knew f could do it." says Fro^i 
of the tough act he had to follow. 
"He (Branson) could hit the bail 
and he ran (aster than me. but I 
worked hard and 1 knew when my 
time came I would he ready." 

Catchers on the high school and 
Legion level are frc(|Uently big, 
strong kids who krjow how to swing 
the bat. but they arc rarely as ad- 
vanced defensively as Frosl. 
Bridges and SaUcrflcId agree that 
his Increase In strength — and par- 
ticularly leg strength — , made a 
big difference In his defensive per- 
formance this year. But according 
to Bridges, the biggest improve- 
ment has been In his catcher's con- 
fidence. 


"'James has never l>een able to 
get out of the shadow of Branson 
until this ycaK'' say.s hi.s coach. 
"Once he got a chance to show his 
ahlllly. 1 think he surprised a lot of 
people." 

The task confronting Frost wos 
not an ca.sy one this spring. He in- 
herited a pitching staff with three 
sophomore starters, ali of whom 
throw live fasthalls and big break- 
ing pttchc.s. Some of those pitches 
ended up in the dirt, but rarely did 
they get much farther. 

"He’s a mature kid and lie's 
pretty knowtedgealde of his pit- 
chers." says Bridges. "We keep the 
system pretty simple, but he's 
learned how to handle- pitchers in 
different situations and how to .set 
up baiters.” 

"We have a good ^Itching staff." 
says Frost. "I had caught them be- 
fore. so I knew something about 
what they throw. They all have 
fast dcHvcrlc.s. which helps keep 
(he runners from taking big leads, 
and they didn't shakc'off many pit- 
ches." 

Frost started the l!)»7 high 
school season as Minlco’s only var- 
sity catcher - and since he was 
ahso the Spartans' cleanup halter 
this spring, he caught more than 
-his share of of duul>lehca<lers In 
March and April. 

"It really- didn't bother me." he 
says. "My legs don’t- get tired like 
Hie used to. I lifted a little In the 
off-season, which helped. 1 think 
l'n\ just physically tougher this 
year.” 

By Uic end of the high school 
season Inst month. Bridges had 


developed i6-ycar-old Brel Bott as 
Frost’s backup and Frosl played a 
tew g,-imc.s as a designated hitter. 
But even when he’s out from 
behind the plate. Frost Is rarely 
out of the lineup. He caught seven 
or eight innings of the three-game 
state high school*all-star series in 
Twin Falls earlier this month, then 
Jumped Into a car along with 
leanunalc Kevin Condic and gol to 
Boise in time to catch one game of 
a I.eglon doul>leliendcr .tnd pitch in 
the other. He picked up the victory 
onthemouiiil.. 

"I think he has the tools to be a 
pretty good hallplayer,’’ says 
Bridges "lie could play college 
ball somewhere. He has great leg 
strength and he has pretty good 
speed- I think he's u litllc dcccp- 
livconthehases." 

"Frost Is a clutch player, and he 
was that way when he played for 
me." says Satterfield. "He's a 
great hitter. He always made con- 
tact and he was always the kid who 
gol the RBI. He never struck out.'* 

"He's not going to hurt, you of- 
fensively.” says Bridges. "But he 
still needs some work with his hil- 
ling. He's gotten stronger this 
year, though, and that's made him 
abetter hitter." 

Frosl says he has no desire to 
quit chasing renegade spilt- 
fingef^ fasthalls anytime soon.

Sodden 100th renewal of Wimbledon scheduled to start today 


WIMBLEDON, England (AP) - 
Rain and reign is what.-Wimbledon is 
allaboutthisycar. 

The lOlst All England Champion- 
ships begins its two-week nm Tues- 
day after being rained out Monday. 
Defending men's champion Boris 
Becker of West Germany has the 
honor of playing the first match on 
Ccnlrc Court for the second straight 
year. 

Becker, at 19. is favored to become 
the first player to win the world’s 
m ost prcstlgious_grasscourt tourr 
nament three times os a teen-ager. 

On the other hand, the reigning 
women's champion. Martina 
Navratilova, is expected to be 
hard-pressed to. win a record sixth 
straight singles title at the All 
England Lawn Tennis and Croquet 
ChJb. 

"Obviously with my results this 
year. I'm no longer the unslnkable 
good ship Molly Brown," 
Navratilova said after losing- to 
Helena Sukova of Czechoslovakia in 
Saturday's final at Eastbourne. 
"I’m not exactly brimming with 
confidence. But there's nothing 
wrong with my game. It's all emo- 
tional." 

jThc weather could put as much a 
damper on opening day as Sukova- 
dul on Navratilova's latest bid for 
hor first tournament title of 1387. 
The forecast is for showers until 
Thursday. 

Navratilova's loss snapped the 
69-match winning streak she had 
compiled on grass courts in England, 
dating back five years. Sukova also 
broke Navratilova’s record 74-matcb 
winning streak when she upset the 
world's top-ranked player in the 
semifinals of the 1984 Australian 
Open. 

Navrotllova, ■ whose 123 Touaja- 
ment titles is second only to the iS2> 
career crowns captured by Chris 
Evert, has yet. to win a loumameot 


this year, reaching the final in four 
of the six events she has played.. _ ; - 

*Tm very down, but I'm still going 
to be the favorite to win 
Wimbledon," Navratilova said. *Tvc 
not won (his year, but I’m not 
finished. Maybe it will take an act of 
Congressto win a loummcnL”. 

.Navratilova is scheduled to begin 
play on Wednesday, Wimbledon's 
traditional Ladles' Day. as will her 
strongest competition — West Ger- 
many's Steffi Graf. Evert and 
Sukova. 

Besides Becker, Tuesday’s 
schedule includes five other players 
given a strong chance to capture the 
coveted Wimbledon title. 

Czechoslovakians Ivan Lendl, 
ranked No. 1 in the world and seeded 
second, faces Romania's Christian 
Saceanu in his liist-round match. 
Saccanu Is. not expected to give 
Lendl more than a workout, but his 
coach is Gunther Bosch, the same 
one who guided Becker to his first 
two Wimbledon triumphs. 

Stefan Edberg is seeded fourth and 
has proven his grasscourt skills by 
winning the Australian Open twice, 
including this past January. He will 
take on fellow Swede Stefan 
Eriksson on the Infamous No. 2 court 
where many a favorite has fallen. 

Second-seeded Mats Wilandcr of 
Sweden also will play on Court 2. 
meeting South Africa's Gary Muller. 
Like Edberg. Wilandcr is a two-time 
champion of the Australian Open. 

Pat Cash of Australia ousted Lendl 
in the semifinals oL the Australian 
Open this year before losing to 
Edberg. Last year. Cash reached the 
.quarterfinals at Wimbledon, his first 
t^mament after undergoing an ap- 
pendectomy. Seeded 11th, Cash's 


first-round opponent will be 
American Morcc! Freeman. 

Playing some of the best and most 
consistent tennis of his career Is 
American Tim Mayotte, seeded lOth. 
Mayotte has always done well in ma- 
jor '< tournaments, reaching the 
quarterfinals at the All England 
Club last year and the scmltlnalsTn 
1982. He is scheduled to /ace Jean- 
Philippe Fleuclan of France to begin 
the two-wcck^t5limamcnt. 

But Becker Is the overwhelming 
favorite of the bookmakers and the 
other players. 

"Boris will be very confident 
because he has won here twice," 
Lendl said. “As soon as he sets foot 
on grass his whole world Just lights 
up. 

"1 wouldn't like anything more 
than to win Wimlbcdoit right now,” 
said Lendl, who captured the French 


Open two weeks ago. “But on grass I 
have to go with the things that 
aren’t my strength. You don't need 
stamina over here; you need speed, 
ydu need to be flexible, you need 
brute strength. 

'll lost to Boris last year because ! 
wosn't strong enough. This time 1 
'hope to make up for that, but you 
neverknow." 

American Kevin Curren, who lost 
to Becker in the 1985 (Inal, sounds n 
note of caution. 

“Because he won at 17 and IS 
doesn’t mean he will automatically 
win at 19,” Curren said.. "The depth 
of the game Is so strong now there's 
any number of guys who can stop 
him. He only has to drop a little and 
someone will get him. 

"Wally Masur (of Australia) did it 
In the Australian Open this year, and 
Mlchlel Schopers (of the 


Netherlands) the year before, both 
times bn gross. Neither of them are 
big nomes in the gome. But they’re 
good, and there's so many more like 
them. 

"He deserves to be the favorite." 
Curren said. "He’s strdngt'hc hits 
the bail BO hard and has phenomenal 
self-belief for a person of his age." 

Other seeded men scheduled to 
play Tuesday include No. 12 Brad 
Gilbert of the United States. No. 13 
Joakim Nystrom of Sweden. No. 14 
Emilio Sanchez of Spain and 
American David Pate, seeded 15th.

, For better or worse. West chose 
to lead from his club queen instead 
of leading a trump or from one of 
his tcnaccs. ‘This should have made 
little difference in the result but 
South was about to prove that he 
was full of tricks. 

Instead of rising with dummy's 
club ace and conceding down one. 
South played low from dummy, con- 
vincing Elasl that he (South) held the 
club queen. If that were the ease, 
West's lead of the deuce could only 
be a singleton, and East returned a 
•club naively. Springing his trap. 
South discarded a diamond and then 
drew trumps, ending in dummy. The. 
club ace dropped West's queen, and 
miraculously South had found a 
place to discard three diamond los- 
ers. The defenders got only three 
tricks and South had himself anoth- 
er trophy for the cast wall of his 
game room. 

It's cosy to find fault with Cast's 
defense. But give credit to South, lie 
clouded the issue, risking only an 
extra 100 points, and he succeeded

Idaho Power rate allocation 
hearing begins before PUC

BOISE — The $23 millioa rale in- 
crease granted to Idaho Power Co. 
ia<i December could include a rale 
shift of more than $2-3 million away 
from the company's large commer- 
cial or imhistiial etzstomers, if state 
utility regulatprs accept a staff 
recommen^tidn. 

The Idaho Public Utilities Com- 
missioD began bearing testimony 
Monday in Boise on bow it should 
allocate the general rate bike ap- 
prored for Idaho Power six months 
ago after 15 months of wrangling. 

Detailed tesliffloay on the cost of 
service to enstomer classes from 
Idaho Po w er rate experts opened the 
hearing* which are scheduled to 
continoe Ihrougb Friday. A special 
CTTOfiTi was sdbeduled at 7:30 p.m. 
Toraday at the PUC offices. 

Besides considering bow to spread 
the rate increase among Idaho 

. Poweris . ■_ ; 

the PUC is reviewing some of 


utility’s rote design and customer 
service policies, which the commis- 
sion staff said have led to “growing 
public distrust" of the company . 

Spokesman Gary Richardson said 
the commission hopes to issue an 
order in the case by late July. 

So far. the additional revenue 
granted to Idaho Power has Increas- 
ed rales to each customer f class 
about 1 percent. The PUC staff 
wants to raise rates for residential, 
small business. Irrigation and arca- 
lighting customers an additional I 
percent. 

But Uie.stalf recommendation also 
would cut large commercial and In- 
dustrial ‘rates 4.26 percent, or 
almost $2.3? million a year. Public 
water pumping and uniform con- 
tract customers would sec about a 
1-percent drop in rates, while 
unmetered general service rates 
would nearly double under the staff 
proposal, going up 95.86 percent. 

Rates for Idaho. Power's largest 


would increase 2.23 percent, or more 
than $713,700, under the staff plan. 
Richardson said the proposed in- 
crease was an attempt to recoup 
some of the revenue lost to Idaho 
Power because of the lower rates it 
charges FMC for “inlcrruplible" 
power, which can' be channeled to 
other utility customers if needed. 

Because of the continuing elec- 
triclly surplus in the Northwest, 
Idaho Power has not been forced to 
interrupt FMC’s supply but con- 
tinues to charge the company a 
lowcrratc, Rlchardsonsald, 

Other large individual Idaho 
Power customers, J.R. Simplot Co. 
and the Idaho National Engineering 
Laboratory, would sec rale reduc- 
tions of 1.35 percent and .63 percent, 
respectively, under the staff pro- 
posal.

Governor remains confident 
oil will be discovered in Idaho

COEUR d'ALENE — Despite the fact 148 unsuc- 
cessful wells have been drilled In Idaho, Gov. Cecil 
Andrus remains confident that someday, the first 
commercial gas or oil well will be drilled in the 
slate. 

' "I am a long-standing supporter of the develop- 
ment of our hydrocarbon resources.” Andrus said 
Monday, ‘i remain committed to such development 
as absolutely critical to our economic security and 
our national security.’’ he said, in a speech prepared 
for a session of the Interstate Oil Compact Commis- 
sion midyear meeting here. 

• AndruSkSald most'-of Idaho’s olK exploration has 
been in the Overthru'st Belt in caslomJdaho. where 
413,000 feel of lest wells have been drilled. 

"That's 78 miles of total footage, without a strike, 
so 1 think you can sec that the odds hove to be going 
our way,” Andrus said. He said $210 mllilon has been 
spent 80 far in unsuccessful exploration in the Ovc^ 
thrust Bolt. ^ 

He said Idaho hasnU been lucky so far, but the 


area has a complicated substructure that makes ex- 
ploration difficult. Andrus said one company, the 
AnschuU Corp., plans a 15.000-foot well in the Swan 
Valley -Victor area this summer. 

Idaho is like most other slates, Itwklng for 
economic development, the governor said. Bui he 
said Idaho has one major resource, western 
America's lowest-priced electrical and oatural gas 
prices. 

“Each of you know that a tremendous economic 
dcvelopfncnl incentive' that kind of pricing can be." 
the governor said. “Unfortunately, the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commission has. in my opinion, 
very little understanding of some of the energy 
issues in this part of the country.” 

He was critical of a FERC decision against allow- 
ing Idaho users access to lowcrprlccd natural gas. 

“Wc simply must have a regulatory climate that 
• permits acces.<i to pipelines to move gas to end users 
who have the ncM and arc willing to pay a fair 
price," he said. “1 will continue to push for that 
goal, because' access to olf-system gas must be made 
available al a rate that is acceptable to both pro- 
ducers and consumers.”

“We think It Is not necessary to earmark 
the number of discount scats available; our 
concern is the overall promotion." 

Since the deregulation of the airline In- 
dustry Id 1978. the DOT has been responsible 


for monitoring airline advertising. The ma- 
jor complaint of the Aviation Consumer Ac- 
tion ProJccK ACAP) Is that the DOT has no 
formal guidelines governing this area. 

Particularly now, as the deep discount air- 
fare wars rage, more and more consumers 
arc cxprcssingconfuslon, annoyance or both. 

•‘If an airline wants to promote a fare an 
the basis of its price, travelers should have a ■ 
realistic opportunity to obtain that fare if 
they act diligently.’'’ says Cornish F. Hit- 
chcock. ACAP’s legal director. “Thathas 
not been happening." 

When advertisements fall to disclose that 
only one. two oral most a bandful of scats 
are available al extremely low prices, con- 
sumers feel that they have been had. 

ACAP has filed a pellllon with the DOT 
proposing that an airline would be engaging 
in false or deceptive advertising If it did not 
offer at least 10 scats or 10 percent of the' 
available scats at the advertised price, 
whichever is higher. If the airline wanted to 
offer fewer scats, It would have to spcclfy|

The Way it worksiww Is that airlines typi- 
cally vary the number of discounted scats 
they offer based on demand for a particular- 
flight. During peak travel times, there are 
fewer lowcst-tcvci fares. Although 
disclaimers may reveal that there arc 
“limitations” and these low fares arc "sub- 
jcct.lo change." ads do not indicate how 
many or indeed If and when these seals are 
avnllablcatthlsralc. 

In May. the House Subcommittee on 
Transportation. Tourism and Hazardous -• 
Materials held a hearing in which consumers 
testified that they were told the low fares 
they saw advcrtlsjcd were unavailable or 
didn't exist, reports a committee aide. Fur- 
ther hearings will be hold on whether or not 
the Federal Trade Commission (FTC) should 
join Ihe D.QT In monitoring airline adver- 
tisements.'' 

Several stales arc also beginning to look 
into the problem. In addition, some airlines 
arc talkingof adopting measures. "We’ve 


cllmlnalcd thc 'mice' type in ouradsand we_ 
specify Low. Moderate and High to indicate 
relative demand of a Maxsaver in a par- 
ticular area." reports Bruce Hicks, of Con- 
tinental Airlines. 

In general, most airlines claim that the in- 
formation would be outdated by (he time the 
ad ran. 

The notion of Ihc disciplined, flexible 
airline traveler has been the administra- 
tion’s and industry's battle cry since 
deregulation. The recent addition of the 
non-rcfundable airline tlckeLslrcsscs that 
point: Ifyouplay by the rules and shop 
around longandhardcnough — as you would 
for a car or new clothes — you can get the 
best price. 

But the basic question: Ifyou arc Willing 
to devote that much lime and energy, what 
are the odds thol your efforts will payoff?

request in May 1986 to an increase of

terim hike of just under $l million, 
or onc-lhird of 1 percent, in July 
1986. That order was immediately 
appealed by Idaho Power, and the 
PUC ordered on reconsideration that 
the company's rales be raised about 
I percent. or $2.9mllllon. 

Besides (he allocation of r.itcs. (he 
. PUC is considering: 

• Customer service complaints: 
Commission staff members soy the 
748 complaints and Inquiries aboul 
Idaho Power last year were a sharp 
increase over previous years. Tliey 
arc recommending that a central- 
ized company authority design pro- 
grams to meet customer needs' and 
develop policies and procedures for 
implementing them. Improper bill- 
ing transfers from one customer's 
account to another have been singl- 
ed out as a particular problem. 

• Service charges and minimum 
bills: Idaho Power has proposed 
replacing its $6 monthly minimum 
bill with a $5 monthly customer ser- 
vice charge and a reduction in usage 
charges of about onc-haif cent per 
kllou-atl hour for residential and 
$mall business cu.stonicrs. The PUC 
staff oppo.scs the idea, but docs 
recommend Increasing the monthly 
minimum bill to $7.75. As with the 
current rate design, that would 
allow customers to use a small 
amount of electricity iicfore .-tny 
usage charge begins to accrue. 

• Irrigation pumping seasons: Idaho 
Power wants to cxp:md the season 
during which irrigation pumping 
customers are charged a demand as 
well as a usage charge by about. six 
weeks, from May 25-Scpt.

South Korean leader Chun 
agrees to meet opposition 


SEOUL, South Korea (AP) - 
President Chun Doo-hwan, In a 
dramatic reversal Monday after 
nearly two weeks of violent street 
protests, agreed to meet with op- 
position . leaders and consider de- 
mands for democratic reform. 

His opponents insisted all political 
detainees be freed before the talks, 
expected later this week. Police say 
at least 6.000 people have been ar- 
rested since anii-government agita- 
tion began June 10 and thousands 
remain in Jail. 

There were fewer reports Monday 
of protests and fights with riot 
police. Most of the violence occurri^ 
at universities. 

Thousands of students hurling 
firebombs and rocks battled police 
around at least four Seoul campuses 
and prolcsters briefly overran at 
least one riot squad. Police fired 
volley after volley of tear gas and 
attacked with armored cars. 

^hc president said he would be 
willing to meet with Kim Young- 
sam, head of the Reunification Dem- 
ocratic Party, and other opposition 
groups and would consider demands 
lor reform. Kim's party is the main 
political opposition. 


Chun’s Iocs demand direct 
prcsldcntjal elections, but the 
former general declared April 13 
that his successor would be chosen 
by the current electoral college 
system and debate on constitutional 
change would be postponed until 
after the 1968 Summer Olympics in 
Seoul. He has chosen Roh Tac-woo. a 
formcj^eneral. to succeed him liT 
FcbruHjL 

NewSftports said the government 
would release many of the people de- 
tained since June 10, when the ruling 
party endorsed Roh's candidacy and 
protests began, and that Chun and 
Kim were expccicd ko meet in two 
or three days. 

The political violence Is llic worst 
since Chun gained power after 
President Park Chunghce was 
assassinated In 1979. The United 
States, which has -10.000 soldiers In 
South Korea, has urged both sides lo 
resume talks and avoid violence. 

Gaston J. Sigur. assistant 
secretary of state and Washington's 
top Aslan policy official, was due In 
Seoul today. 

About 3,000 students fought riot 
squads in the central city of Chonju 
and stormed three police stations. 


Hundreds clashed with officers in 
southern Kwangju and about 1,000 
students seized part of a highway on 
Cheju Island off Ihc south coast. 

Pusan was comparatively quiet, 
although students and riot, police 
clashed at two universities' In the 
soulhern port. Itv^s the nation’s 
second-largest city and some of the 
most violent protest has occurred 
tlicre. 

Roh, who heads the ruling Demo- 
cratic .Justice Party, announced the 
president’s switch of position after 
holding what he called “frank talks” 
with Chun. 

"I recommended it Is desirable 
that the president meet political 
elders and opposition leaders to 
work out settlements,’' he told 
repvtcrs. adding the government Is 
preparing a package of reforms. 

The newspaper Chosun Ilbo 
reported In its Tuesday editions the 
package would include renewed 
debate on changing, the constitution 
and presidential election systen^ 

Kim Insisted that opposition 
ieadcr Kim Dae-jung be released 
from house arrest, which was impos- 
ed April 6. and that all people de- 
tained in Ihc protests be freed.

The cold, wet arrival of sum- 
mer has sent above-average 
numbers ol people Mcclng from 
northern and central Europe to 
the Mediterranean for sunshine 
and delayed the start on Monday 
ol the two-week Wimbledon ten- 
nischamplonships.

SAN JUAN. Puerto Rico (AP) - 
Three former Dupont Plaza 
employees who pleaded guilty were 
given prison terms ranging from 75 
to 99 years Monday for setting a 
New Year's Eve fire that killed 97 
people at the beachfront hotel. 

Federal Judge Jose A. Fuste said 
the sentences were near maximum 
because the defendants, all 
members of Teamsters Local 901, 
used sabotage to force the hotel to 
' meet contract demands. He said 
such tactics arc too common . In 
Puerto Rico. Union officials have 
denied involvement. 

"I cannot sanction such a thing 
and 1 cannot become one of those 
who . . , say this is the desired way 
to bring about results,” he said. 

Following prosecutors' recom- 
mendations for sentences as tow as 
24 years “would do violence to my 
Individual judgment . . . and that of 
the Puerto Rican community,” the 
judge said. 

The maximum sentence on a fed- 


eral charge of arson that results in 
death Is life in prison or capital 
punishment. More than HO people 
were injured in the fire. 

Hector Escudero Aponte. 35, the 
maintenance man charged with Ig- 
niting the can of cooking fuel that 
started the fire, was given two con- 
current terms of 99 years each. 

In addition to pleading guilty last 
April lo arson, Escudero Aponte 
pleaded guilty to one count of first- 
degree murder for the death of 
Secret Service agent Manuel dc 
Jesus Marrero Otero, 49, who was 
working in the hotel on o 
counterfeiting case, 

Jose Francisco Rivera Lopez, a 
40-ycar-old bartender accused of In- 
citing the other two, also received 99 
years in jail and Armando Jimenez 
Rivera, a 29-ycar-old bartender's 
assistant, 'wds given 75 years. Pro- 
secutors said he provided the cook- 
ing fuel and shielded Escudero 
Aponte from view. 

All^lhrcc were charged In Puerto 


Rican courts with 96 counts of first- 
degree murder and one count each of 
arson and conspiracy. The 97th per- 
son died after the initial charges 
were filed, - 

Jimenez Rivera and Rivera Lopez 
pleaded guilty lo reduced charges of 
9G counts of second-degree murder 
plus arson and conspiracy. Jimenez 
Rivera was sentenced later on Mon- 
day to 24 years on each count of 
murder,' to be served, concurrently 
with each other and the federal 
sentence. Rivera Lopez was given 25 
years with the same conditions. 

Each received five years for con- 
spiracy and 18 for arson, also con- 
current.

Demjanjuk 
misses trial 

JERUSALEM (AP) , - 
Retired Ohio autoworker John 
Demjanjuk suffered head and 
shoulder Injuries when he fell 
in a police van Monday and 
missed the morning session of 
his war crimes trials as It 
resumed after a monthlong 
recess. 

Presiding Judge Dov Levine 
opened the session after an 
one-hour delay, saying it would 
be held "In the absence of the 
defendant, who was acciden- 
tally Injured in his way to 
court.” 

Levine said a doctor who ex- 
amined Demjanjuk maintain- 
ed he was well enough to at- 
tend the trial. But Demjan- 
Juk’s American attorney, 
Mark O'Connor, said his client 
was too "battered and bruis- ^ 
cd” to be present. * 


Despite protests, pope 
will iigeet Waldheim 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - Dcsplle 
protests from Israel and Jewish 
communities around the world. Pope 
John Paul II is going ahead with his 
scheduled meeting with Kurt 
Waldheim, ' Vatican officials said 
Monday. 

Waldheim has been accused of 
complicity in Nazi war crimes when 
he was a soldier In the German army 
during World War II. He became' 
president of Austria in July and the 
visit lo the Vatican would be his 
first official trip abroad as presi- 
dent. 

Diplomats aligned with the Holy 
See reported that they have receiv- 
ed Invltallons-to appear Thursday at 
formal Vatican ceremonies welcom- 
ing Waldheim, as is the practice for 
official visits. 

The U.S. government, which has 
barred Waldheim from entering the 


United States because of his activi- 
ties in World War II. will be repre- 
scnlcd at the ceremonies by the No. 
3 official of its embassy to the Holy 
Sec, .the embassy said. 

Frank Lallanzi, (he embassy 
spokesman, said he will attend the 
formal ceremonies as acting am- 
bassador in (he absence of Am- 
bassador Frank Shakespeare who 
will be out of town that day. Peter 
Murphy. the-No. 2 man. is on homo 
leave. 

The U.S. Justice Department has 
said it has evidence linking 
Waldheim with Nazi atrocities dur- 
ing the time he served In the Ger- 
man army In the Balkans. Waldheim 
has denied any wrongdoing. 

After World War II, Waldheim was 
an Austrian diplomat and became 
secretary-general of the United Na-1 
Hons,
